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N an editorial headed “Book Appraisals” in the current num- 

ber of Public Libraries we note a reflection we have often 
heard before, that the Booklist “is a bit slow in arrival to give 
100 per cent satisfaction in its use.” We are always surprised 
when we hear this statement offered as a criticism of the Booklist. 
It seems to us to indicate that the critic is unaware of the proc- 
ess by which the Booklist is made up. Should you find in this 
number notes on books just off the press you might very wisely 
begin to doubt the authority of the Booklist as the spokesman of 
the profession, for you would realize, if you paused to think 
about it, that the widely scattered librarians, who by their votes 
select the books reviewed, could not have been given an oppor- 
tunity to express their opinions on these titles. Should books 
be reviewed as fast as they appear the Booklist would simply join 
the ranks of a dozen or more reviews, all of them of some use to 
libraries but none having that unique quality by which the Book- 
list has, it is hoped, earned your confidence. To make clear the 
necessity for the delayed appearance of a book in the Booklist, 
let us consider specifically the progress of a book, received from 
the publishers, let us say, on April first. It became one of 
several hundred new titles printed on the “tentative list” which 
was mailed out to our cooperating librarians on April seventeenth. 
About May third these “tents,” sixty or more of them, were back 
in the office. They had traveled widely, some to the east coast, 
some to the west. The votes indicated for our book are now 
recorded on its card. Assuming that they are distinctly favorable, 
the book is now put aside for Booklist inclusion. It is read by 
a staff member and perhaps by a volunteer reader. It is too late 
for the June Booklist which has gone to the printer May fifth, 
so it will be listed in the July number which will be out on June 





twenty-first. If the vote on this book has been too divided, o1 
too light, to be decisive, it is then repeated on another “tent” 
which means another month’s delay. When Booklist notes fail 
to give librarians a fair understanding of the scope and purpose 
and spirit of the books criticism is justified and should be forth- 
coming without delay. 


667T\HE adjustment of new Americans,” printed in this issue, 

-was prepared by Mrs. F. W. Wetmore of Providence in re- 
sponse to a call from the local League of women voters for a list 
of books on immigration problems which would arouse the inter- 
est of its members and thus introduce them to a real study of 
those problems. But this list of stories—many of them true—of 
the struggles and achievements of newcomers to America from a 
dozen nationalities should reach beyond the type of audience for 
which it was originally prepared; it should reach young Ameri- 
cans who go to school side by side with young immigrants, im- 
migration officials, and most of all the immigrants themselves. 
The books of disillusionment should perhaps be reserved for the 
native-born, but most of the others will give to the immigrant not 
only the consciousness of burdens shared, but the encouragement 
of success achieved. 


LASSIFICATION: The response to our April inquiry as 

to the preference of librarians in the matter of separating 
English and American essays, plays and poetry and of using sim- 
ply B for individual biography has been full and decisively in 
favor of the change proposed. In this issue, therefore, the new 
method is inaugurated, much to our satisfaction.
